FEDERAL  MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS 

(This  is  the  first  of  a series  of  short  articles 
which  will  present  information  on  various  and 
general  aspects  of  Federal  orders.  The  articles 
were  prepared  byAgricultural  Marketing  Service. ) 

Federal  milk  marketing  orders  are  part  of  the 
broad  program  of  marketing  agreements  and 
orders  authorized  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  1933,  as  amended,  and  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937. 

Like  the  agreements  and  orders  in  effect  for 
various  fruits,  vegetables,  and  tree  nuts,  the 
milk  marketing  orders  provide  a means  by  which 
producers  and  handlers,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  can  develop  and  main- 
tain orderly  marketing  conditions  and  reasonable 
prices  for  their  product.  This  cooperative  ap-

marketing  problems  was  recently  re-emphasized 
and  strengthened  by  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1961. 

Marketing  order  programs  for  milk  and  dairy 
products  differ  from  those  for  commodity  crops 
because  of  different  marketing  problems  and  be- 
cause of  the  specific  provisions  included  in  milk 
orders  to  set  minimum  prices  to  handlers  based  on 
supply-demand  conditions,  and  divide  among  pro- 
ducers the  returns  for  their  milk. 

Milk  is  usually  shipped  to  one  consuming  mar- 
ket, in  which  a relatively  few  organizations  buy 
and  distribute  the  bulk  of  the  fluid  milk.  With 
commodity  crops,  there  are  many  buyers,  and  the 
commodities  are  shipped  to  widely  scattered  areas. 

In  contrast  to  other  marketing  orders,  regula- 
tions for  milk  orders  involve  classification  ac- 
cording to  use,  and  determination  of  minimum 
prices  for  the  various  uses.  The  price  paid  by 
handlers  for  milk  for  fluid  distribution  is  set  at  a 
higher  level  than  prices  for  other  uses.  (June 
Issue:  How  a Milk  Marketing  Order  Gets  Started.)

However,  in  1962  this  pattern  of  above-order 
prices  for  the  first  time  was  pre- dominantly  on  a 
year-round  basis.  This  refers  to  marketwide  pay- 
ments or  "premiums"  rather  than  higher  payments 
to  certain  producers  sometimes  paid  for  higher- 
quality  milk,  high  volume,  or  bulk  tank  deliv- 
eries. Handling  charges  for  services  performed 
by  a producer  association  are  not  considered  as 
above-order  payments,  although  it  is  recognized 
that  such  charges  may  vary  in  a market  depending 
on  supply  and  demand  patterns. 

These  above-order  payments  have  been  of  2 
general  types:  (1)  In  some  markets,  additional 

payments  are  determined  by  negotiation  and  are 
made  by  handlers  through  an  equalization  fund 
operated  by  a bank  or  cooperative  association  like 
a market-pool;  (2)  in  certain  Federal  marketing 
areas  where  State  milk  control  agencies  operate 
concurrently.  State  agencies  have  often  established 
Class  I prices  above  the  Federal  order  prices. 


This  bulletin  is  primarily  to  provide  producers 
who  are  not  members  of  cooperative  associ- 
ations with  market  information  in  accordance 
with  § 1039.  74  of  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin 
marketing  order,  § 1045.  75  of  the  Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin  marketing  order,  and  § 1051.  77 
of  the  Madison  Wisconsin  marketing  order. 


Negotiated  prices  above  Federal  order  mini- 
mums  between  producer  associations  and  proprie- 
tary handlers  have  been  especially  widespread  in 
the  East  North  Central  region.  Above -order  prices 
have  prevailed  in  the  Detroit  market  since  April 
1956  and  started  in  the  Chicago  and  Milwaukee 
markets  in  1957.  (Dairy  Situation,  April  1963)
